SKETCHES OF INDIAN HISTORY. 

In the year 1805, a Missionary visited the 
Seneca Indians at Buffalo, in the state of New 
York, and ma e known to the Indians the ob- 
jects he had in view, telling them that they had 
never worshipped the great spirit in a manner 
acceptable to tim, &c. &c. and requested if 
they had any objections te what he had said 
they would speak freely, and he would ¢udeav- 
or to remove their objections, &c. 

After about two hours consultation among 
themselves, the chief commonly called by the 
white people Red Jacket, rose and spoke as 
fullows. 

Friend and Brother, It is the will of the 
Great Spirit that we should meet together this 
day He orders all things, and he has given 
us a five day for our council, He has taken 
his garments trom before the sun, and caused 
if to shive with brightness upon us ; our eyes 
are openedsthat we see clearly ; our ears are 
unstopped that we have been able to hear dis-

all these favors we thank the Great Spirit and 
him only. 

Brother, This council fire was kindled by

All this he had dove jor 
his red children, because he loved them. if 
we had any disputes aboot hunting ground, they 
were generally settled without the shedding of 
much blood ;. but an evil day came apoa us ; 
your forefathers crossei the great waters, and 
landed on this islaud. ‘lheir numbers were 
enemirs ; 
they told us they had fled from their own coun- 
try for fear of wicked men, and come here to 
enjoy their religion, They asked for a small 
seat ; we took pity on them, grauted their re- 
quest, and they sat down amongst us ; we gave 
them cora and meat ; they gave us potsoa in 
retara (alluding, it is supposed to ardent spir- 
its.) The white people had now found oar 
country, tidings were carried buck and more 
came amongstus ; yelwedid not fear them ; 
we took them to be friends,they colled us broth- 
ers ; we believed them and gave them a larger 
seat.—At lengih their suabers hid greatly ine 
creased ; they wanted move land, they wanted 
ourcouotry. Our eyes were opened, our 
minds became uneasy. Wars took place; [n- 
dians were hired to tight against Incians, and

also brought sirong liquors amongst us ; it wag 
strong and powerful, and has slain thousands. | >

Brother, Onr seats were once lage, and, ie
